RESOLUTION 

No. ERB-1)87| 11)2—The Government of India have reviewed 
the policy for appointment to the post of Secretary, Railway Board 
and ex-officio Additional Secretary to the Government of India from 
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the point of view of avoiding unduly short tenures and to meet the 
needs of the job content of the post. 

2. The following norms may be kept in view while filling up of 
the post of Secretary, Railway Board :— 

(1) The officer should be in the Senior Administrative Grade 
of any of the Group ‘A’ Services of the Indian Railways, 
(except Medical and Security), with at least one'year 
service in that grade. 

(2) The performance record of the Officer should be such 
as would support promotion to the post of General 
Manager (Open Line), as at present, subject to con¬ 
tinued satisfactory performance. 

(3) The officer should have at least 4 years for superannua¬ 
tion at the time of the occurrence of the vacancy of 
Secretary, Railway Board so that he may be available 
for at least 2 years in tho post of Secretary, Railway 
Board, prior to his expected promotion as General 
Manager. 

3. Any of the above mentioned provisions may, if considered 
expedient in the public interest, be relaxed to the extent necessary 
in consultation with the Department of Personnel and Training. 
Any such relaxation shall be specifically brought to the notice of 

the Appointments Committee of the Cabinet while recommending 
appointment to the post of Secretary, Railway Board.

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India for general information.
